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1. Sovict Ambassador Miguel Sergueev has recently explained Soviet policy in 
Argentina as follows: 


a, At the end of the War the Soviet Goverment realized the importusce of 
Argentine in the Western Hemisphere and the possibility of exploiting 
Argentine animesity towards the United States. 


b. The Soviet Government saw that it could not hope to effect a political 
rapprochement with Argentina but believed thet it could help Argentina 
economically, thus making Argentina less dependent on the U.S. end Great 
Britein. Cnee Argentina was linked more closely with the Soviet economically, 
Argentina could then assert her political and economic independence and 
adopt a more or lesa neutral attitude vis-a-vis the Soviet-U.5. impasse. 


@. Ambassador Sergueev was instructed by Moscow to inform President Peron 
thet the Soviet was disposed to aid Argentina economically, ever at a 
great sacrifice to the Soviet Union, in return for Argentine "neutrality" 
in the ideological conflict, between the U.S. and Russia. 


a. The former Chief of the Soviet Commercial Mission in Buenos Aires, C-ootantin 
Shevelev, first approached Fresident Peron on the matter. Sergueav ber had 
a lengthy interview with the Argentine chief executive, in which Peron told 
Sergueev that Argentina could maintain her economic independence onl; if she 
were furnished heavy machinery, steel, and other essential materiale. Serguesv 
agreed to consult Moscow on the extent to which the Soviet could sup»i7 the 
necessary equipment for Argentina's industrialization plans. 


3. The Soviet Embassy later learned that Serguecev's proposal to Peron rm into much 
opposition from Miguel Miranda (Argentine economic ezar at the time) ead his 
group in the goverment, ail of whom were urging Peron te cast his 17% one hundred 
per cent with the U.8. Moscow's approval of the proposal to aid Argentina econom 
ically arrived too late. Miranda had already succeeded in orienting Argentina's 
econemy towards the U.S. 


4. Ambassador Sergueev, however, has reportedly received a promias from President 
Peron that Argentina will not form part of any block of countries that is 
organized to directly cppose Soviet policy. Sergueev is not certein whether 
or not Peron igs sincere. ‘He suspects that Peron may be playing the 1.5. against 
‘Russia and vice versa, or that he possibly was a victim of Miranda's political 
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sersuecv nou Peels tht the Soviet nla: to butid up an economically irdenendent 
éxrcontina in the Vestern Nenisphore, which in turn vould oxert creat influence 
on her neishboring: countries, has failed. “ovever, he rovards this failure 


as "loss of the first battle and not of the war." 


Sersucev believes thes vresident ferov's nolitical position is becoriag ine 
evercsinely divsieult. Ue saya thet with the close of the uie Conference, Feron 
is confronted with the quandary of either Lin’:in: arventina closer to the J.5i, 
thoreb: antaconizging the Ar-centine®e Uationalists: or with reincorvoreting 
Uctionalist vevresont:tion into his covernment, a move which Sercusev thinks 
vouid damiuse U.d.Aarcontine relations. Ser ueev sees a creat onvontuaity for 
the Soviets if Poron is forced to ap-ease the cticonalists. 


Servvcev is also ovtinistic over the possibility that Feron will be crorthrown. 
In such an ovent, he belioves an anti-UJnitec Steics governnent vould wake over, 
and thet individuals such as 'lirends ond the others who heve oriented ar-entina 
toveris the U.S. will be in disfrvor, We is also comfidcent thes Corrmimist in- 
filtretion of Ascentine lnbor will be a -iset hely to the Sovict in ths event of 
om Arcsentine nolitical uvheavel. 


In recard to Com-unist infiltration of sr -entine labor, isusebio Dyorkin, First 
Secrotery of the Polish Leretion, who is in clace touch with the Sovisi. U-bessy, 
hac reeently state. thet the Aneentine Corrunist Party (Cia) has teor venarkebly 
successful in infiltrating Perorista Isbor ranks. Dvworl:in believes iat the 
Peron voverncent is cognizant of this infiltretion, and thet the Cha realizes 
thet Feron is apt to mrovoke labor disturbances at any time with the express 
surpose of blamins the CPA. . 


Dworkin has learned from his Cla contucts that the Farty fears that if Peron's 
political vosition doteriorates further, he will orzanize actass lebor denon» 
stretion calling for surmort. In such = demonstretion, riots and firhts would 
be provoked by lsronistes, and the enbuing trouble would all be blamed on the 
CPi. The Party belioves that Veron would then leunch a Commmist versceution 
ce-noigne aware of this dcnrer, the Cla is doin: its best to conceal the 
igontity of rore imsostant Party members already infiltrated Inte labor omyeni= 
gations, and will let sone of its less inmortant revbers be scerifieced if an 


omervenery arises. 
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
